American railways, It is due rather to the 
overcrowded state of the speculators here 
and the utter inability of Americans to sup= 
port their own stocks.” 


The magnesium flash light invented by 
Professor Schirm, of Berlin, Germany, is 
said to be far superior to anything yet 
known for lighthouse purposes. This ight 
is produced by blowing a small quantity of 
Magnesium powder with a current of air, 
which has previously passed through pumice 
stone saturated with benzine,into a benzine 
gas tame. The flash produced 1s exceeding- 
ly intense. With the use of ten centigrame 
of magnesium powder a flash of 400,000 
candle power can be produced, which can 
be seen ona clear sunshiny day at a distance 
ot six miles. 


For several hundred years and down to 
comparatively recent date, money was 
coined at from twenty-five to thirty difler- 
eut cities in France that had inherited the 
privilege.
